Why then ,do men c/tooss infidelity to 


Christianity? 


I. Ono gerieral reason Is that men want 


to get rid of moral restraint. 


They ard1 fully satisfied that as long as 


they believe in,tho God of the Bible, and 
in the Bible as bis word, they must re- 
ceive'the law thttt God has recorded in 
that word, 
They thorefpro recognize 


tuemsolvctj as moral subjects, And as such 
subjects are under solemn obligation to 
obey tho commands of God, or suffer tho 
penalty afllxod to tue lanr. Tlio consoloni- 
DCSS of this fact, BO long as they are in 
rebellion, makes them feel uneasy and 
deeply anxious, far they know that life 
may bo suddenly cut oft and they forever 
condemned and punished. Then there is 
the perpetual knowing of an awakened 
conscience and tho ceaseless striving of 
tho Uoly Spirit, making conviction ami 
Uneasiness more dreadful still. But they 
are fully aware that, to become a child of 
God, an obedient subject requires humble 
repentance of all sin, a renunciation of 
the world and all its sinful ploaauiCB, sub- 
mission to Die humble self-denying, self- 
sacrificing, cross-hearing, crucifying life 
of the Christian, Against all luls their 
natural hearts, their depraved ualuics, 
most stubbornly lohol. 


Now the older, more prominent in so- 


ciety and before tho world a man is, and 
generally tho more learned and wealthy 
ho is, tha harder it is to submit to all these 
Gospel requirements. But to continue to 
hold tho Christian belief and still con- 
tinue in rebellion, is to live in perpetual 
torment from a condemning conscience. 


Now tho cry is raised, whore IB the 


panacea tjiat will ease this disturbing con- 
science, and at tho same time save ma 
from tlio humiliation; of a Christian life, 
and permit mo lo enjoy tho world as 
largely as I may? Where is the opiate 
that will 
lomovo my apprehensions of 


the future? 
What will driyo away those 


thick clouds of vengeance which 1iow 
hang so heavily around the moral law? 
Infidelity here stops in and says, "All 
tliis is to ho found in mo. If you can 
only make yourself believe that there is 
uo God, O: if yon can just mako yourself 
believe that the Bible is all a mass of 
fictitious nonsense*, that there is no 
moral law given to man from Cfod; 
tlnil Jesus was a sublime myth and the 
Apostles impostors; that there Is no 
revelation outside of nature, anil no God 
but nature. It' you can believe all this 
then you will have found tho 'elixir of 
wordly delights'—the opiate that will 
keep your mind in perfect peace. You 
can then laugh at the Christian who ia 
humbling and denying himself to serve 
God. 
You can throw oil with indiflcr- 


ouco every arrow of conviction, and 


away, to renew them again unto repeat- 
anco, seeing they crucify to tbcuuelvwB 
afresh the Bon of CM and put bin to in 
open shame." 
Considering thedamace 


that a reprobate Christian can do, It Is 
not surprising to ;hoar the, declaration! <Jf 
tho Scripture just quoted, He become* 
authority In tho lanka of Infidelity. lie 
claims to have tried the Gluistiau rallgkn 
and found It to be a humbug. H» claims 
to know whereof he affirms. Ills attac! it 
are moit virulent, his denunciations mpet 
damaging, Hivlug denied hli Lord ai;d 
sold him to be crucified, lie becomes his 
most reckless and bitter enemy. Heuf e 
It happens that the'etrongeet defendant of 
infidelity have either gono out ot the 
Christian church or away from a Chrlf-

A Now JOnghmtl clergyman gave the

1 had a pious education, and 
my awakened conscience alarmed me on 
account of my danger, anil pained mo 
on account of my guilt. I would not 
submit to God, and I accordingly tried 
to find tulicf in ImivursaliglW I next 
throw away the Bible anilVB to And 
a solid foundation in Deism^But I was 
still unsatisfied; and my next plunge 
was into blank and utter Atheism,—

Mi. Wilbeil'orce, that greatphllanlhio 


plat, once said, while passing through 
Doichester, during Carlisle's confinement 
there, he went to see him in prison, and 
ondctwoicd to engage him in a conversa- 
tion upon the Scriptures; but bo refused. 
Uo said lie had made up his mind, and 
did not want it confused again, and, 
'pointing to tho Blblo In the hands of hia 
visitor, said in an u'vful manner; "llotv, 
'sir, can you nupposo that I can like that 
'book? for If it'he true, I am undone for- 
ever!" 


Three young men who had committed 


at robbery for which they were to bo exe- 
cuted, before tlieir arrest (overheard the 
'family with which 
they were lodging 


engage in family worship. This struck 
them forcibly, and led thorn to tho discns- 
I9ion ot the question, Whether there Is a 
'God and n world to come? 'After somu 
discussion they unanimously concluded, 
"That there is no God and no world to 
come,"—aconclusion to which they came, 
aa Ihey afterwards acknowledged, because 
they wttlicd it to be so. Thus Is it doubt- 
less in the majority of cases—where one 
man becomes infidel by naturally beKeving 
Cht'stianity to be false, a hundred become 
so liy laiihinff 
it to lie false. Said, tho 


dyirg iundol Wilmot, laying his baud on 
tho sacred volume, "The only testimony 
against that book is a bad life." 
And 


that must bo tho inevitable testimony of 
most men. 


Tho argument applies witli equal (orce 


to 0110 who has onoo been a protesting 
Christian, and then afterwards imbibes 
infidelity, 
When is it that such begin to 


feel a distaste for religion? Not when 
the soul is full of ihe lovo of Josus. 
Not 


when actively engaged in religious work, 
discharging Christian duty, but when 
they have become cold and formal ami 
have drificd into a backslidden state of 
hcait. 
Tho uroat wonder is—not (that 


somo suoh persons imbibe Infidelity—but 
that all who aro living in this half-hearted, 
dead religion:) state, aro not avowed infi- 
dels; for if there IB anything like pur- 
gatory in this world, it is to bo a lifeless 
professor of religion. There Is neither 
enjoyment in the world or in religion.— 
The sinful pleasures of earth are perpetu- 
ally craved, but must bo foregone to keep 
up tho deceptive form, and the richer, 
fuller pleasures of a warm, actlvo.religious 
experience, arc never felt. 
In such a 


condition duty IB neglected, the family 
altar goes down, private and public prayer 
cutis&g, public uad social worship are dis- 
regarded, the Bible la Md aside, and 
secular, fictitious' and infidel reading are 
substituted. And it is not nitonlahlng, 
but natural, that the next step should be 
into skepticism and blank Infidelity. But 
the most of such seem to bo irretrievably 
fixed and tbeir condition becomes remedi- 
less. Of this the word of God assure* 
us,—"For it is impossible foritbose who 
were once enlightened and have tasted 
cf the heavenly gift, and were made par- 
takers of tho Holy Ghost, and have tasted 
of tho good word of God. and Ibe pow-. 
crs of the world to come, it they shall fall I

Thii la thu 
logical conclusion to which iufldolitr Ji 
the philosophy of Herbert Spoicer mus 
como. All Christians nre ora/y, and al 
serfaute of Sataa aro clothed and ia tlieir 
right minds,, This will do to set down by 
tho side of the bold declaration of llnmc,: 
"That with ouc.lmnd ho could destroy! 
what it took twelve Apostles to build."' 
And by the side of Tyndall's scientific 
analysis of prayer, or Huxley's wonder- 
ful life-originating protoplasm, or Dar-, 
win's moukoy grandfather. 


2d. Tho second reason why men Im-J 


bibe infidelity ie, that they are generally1 
ignorant of tna Bible, and the evidences 
on which Christianity rests.

ijtruentco says, "My former belief and 
avoislon to religion wore founded neither 
upon an accurate inquiry into its truth, 
nor upon A critical examination of those 
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doubts which aro generally 
It. They arooe, aa IB usual in .such cases, 
from n general and superficial knowledge 
of religion on tbo oue side, and mucli 
inclination to disobey its,preceptson the 
other, together with a readiness to enter- 
tain every objection which I diecovsrcd 
against it. I never Imagined that Chrla- 
tianlty ,wos founded oa such strong evi- 
dences, or that they would have convinced 
me so. 
After a calm examination I 


found them to bo unexceptionable; and 
none, if they only talie the proper time 
and aro not against the trouble of medita- 
ting, can ever examine It without being 
convinced of its truth." Dr. Nelson, ot 
Illinois, In his work on Infidelity, say« ho 
a! way a endeavored to persuade inmlela, 
with,whom ho became acquainted, to read 
some evidences on CUi Istlanity, and but 
rarely did he know it to fall to lead lo 
conversion, 


Gilbert West and Lord Littleton, men 


of acknowledged talents, had imbibed 
inddclity by a superficial understanding 
of tho Scriptures. Fully persuaded that 
the Bible wan an imposture, they deter- 
mined to show tho cheat. Ono of them 
chose the resurrection of Christ, and Ibe 
other the conversion of Bt. 1'mil. Full of 
prejudice and contempt lor Christianity, 
they sat down to their tanks. They had 
not completed their work before they were 
both xoundly converted, ivnd camo to- 
gether to congratulate each oilier upon 
their convictions, that the Bible wai the 
word of God. As Iho result of tlieir In- 
vestigations they have given to the world 
two mont valuable treatises In furor of 
revelation. 
Hume confessed to n clergy- 


man that he had nevor carefully Investi- 
gated the New Testament. 


When therefore it is said the evidence 


is not sufficient, this shows cither culpable 
Ignorance or willful prejudice. What is 
Che evidence?
